zones.

The note recapitulates the Jap-

It is advisable, the note says,

Spangler and Clara Belle Spangler were wed June 8, 1935, in 


Westerville and are the parents of a daughter, Nancy Ann, age 18 
months. Mrs. Spangler filed suit for divorce last Aug. 20. 


Marshall Spangler's petition charges that the defendants in the 


court suit with wilfull, wrongful and malicious intention of depriving 
him of his wife made certain false,< 
improper and untruthful remarks 
about him to Mrs. Spangler, try- 
ing to entice her to abandon him. 


Assertions Alleged 


Spangler charges that on num- 


erous occasions the defendants in- 
formed him that they were op- 
posed to the marriage and that 
they regretted that the marriage 
had ever been consummated. The 
former constable charges also that 
his wife has informed him re- 
peatedly that her grandmother had 
on every conceivable occasion at- 
tempted to influence her saying 
that he was indolent, no good, and 
that anytime she wished to leave 
him that she would be provided a 
home. 


The suit contends further that 


his wife's grandmother and her- 
guarcjian have continuously sown 


eds- of dissatisfaction and discon- 


tent by purchasing his wife expen- 
sive and' unnecessary articles of 
clothing beyond her needs for the 
sole purpose of encouraging, in- 
fluencing and persuading her to 
alter her affections toward him. 


Spangler claims that on the day 


preceding the filing of his wife's 
divorce petition that he was or- 
dered to Mrs. Minneola Spangler's 
home and was informed that he 
was worthless, did not support his 
family and that his wife intended 
to ask a divorce. He says he has 
not been permitted to see, talk 
or otherwise communicate with his 
wife or daughter. 


His wife has indicated that she 


wishes to return to him, he says, 
but that every attempt of theirs 
to re-unite has been thwarted.

Corn is going to have a field day 
at the Walton farm just outside 
the northern limits of Upper San- 
dusky on routes 53 and 67, Wed- 
nesday, October 27, according to 
Earl Jones, extension agronomist, 
Ohio State university. 


Two husking contests will be 


conducted, beginning at 10 a. m. 
State champions in both shock and 
stalk husking will be chosen but 
only the two high men in the stalk 
husking event will go to the na- 
tional contest to be held in Mis- 
souri. 
The national contest does 


not have a class for shock huskers 
this year. 


Mr. Jones says it is a good thing 


that football games do not require 
as many officials as a husking 
match or there would be no room 
for spectators in a stadium. A 
referee and two gleaners are as- 
signed to each man in a husking 
contest so there are 
no 
offside 


plays, holding, or clipping in the 
corn field. 


Winners in the husking matches 


will be posted on the bulletin board 
and announced at the session fol- 
lowing dinner. There also will be 
a short program with one or two 
speakers at that time. Guy Miller 
and C. W. Hammans, rural eco- 
nomics department, 
Ohio State 


university, will give some pointers 
on the present outlook for corn 
and ita use as a farm feed. 


L. P. McCann, specialist in ani- 


mal husbandry, will judge a horse 
show which will be held along with 
the husking contest. Some of the 
best teams in Ohio will be pulling 
wagons for the stalk huskers so 
the horses will prove useful as well 
as ornamental during the day. 


Exhibits to show the benefits of 


hybrid corn and the use of lime on 
Ohio farms will be on display dur- 
ing the day. 
Mr. Jones believes 


that many people think that lime 
Is useful only In helping to get 
stands of clover or alfalfa but he 
says that tests have 'proved that 
com yields are increased when 
limestone has been used in the ro- 
tation preceding the corn. 


Visitors to the Walton farm 


also will have a chance to see the 
latest developments In farm ma- 
chinery, with the emphasis on tools 
used in producing or harvesting 
the corn crop. Some of the tools 
will be taken into the field and 
operated BO there can be no ques- 
tion about the way they work.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30—(UP) 


—The Supreme Court, focus of as 
fierce a political storm as has 
awept the nation in recent times, 
assembles Mondav in its white 
marble edifice to open a new term. 


Members of the court, scattered 


across the continent and in Eu- 
rope for a Summer holiday, have 
returned to inaugurate a new ju- 
dicial year. 


Few outward signs were noted of 


the political conflict raging about 
court since President 
Roosevelt 


submitted his judicial enlargement 
plan last Feb. 5. Nor was the fur- 
ore of the charges concerning the 
new justice, Hugo L. Black, and 
his alleged connection with the 
Ku Klux Klan expected the per- 
meate visibly the solemnity of the 
court's chamber. 


Missing from the bench will be 


one familiar figure—Justice Willis 
Van Devanter who retired to the 
quiet of his Elllcott City, Mr., farm 
after the court's final session last 
June. He took his place on the 
bench Jan. 3, 1910. 


Meet Promptly at Noon 


"Oyez! Oyez! The Chief Justice 


and the Associate Justices of the 
Supreme 
Court!" deep-v o i c e d 


Thomas Ennals Waggaman, offi- 
cial court crier, will intone at the 
stroke of 12 Monday. The black- 
robed justices will enter the dais 
through parted plush drapes, and 
the new term will be under way. 


The docket of business facing 


the court during the next year 
already is crowded with hundreds 
of cases, many of vital importance. 


As in each term since the Roose- 


velt 
administration 
came 
into 


power, the court will be called 
upon to pass judgment upon the 
validity of statutes enacted by the 
New Deal. Whether Congress was 
within its rights in passing legis- 
lation to control securities and 
commodities exchanges, how far 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
may go in its program to lower 
electricity rates, and whether 
a 


Federal circuit court acted within 
its authority in enjoining a sit- 
down strike are only a few of the 
questions upon which the court al- 
ready has been asked to rule. 


In addition, an unheralded but 


vitally important case will test 
whether the t ribunal will con- 
sider reversing any of the 5-to-4 
decisions by which it invalidated 
New Deal social and economic re- 
form measures. 


Decision Reversal Asked 


The issue came before the court 


in 
the 
petition of the Merced 


(Cal.) irrigation 
district asking 


that the court review its 1936 de- 
cision by which it held unconsti- 
tutional the municipal bankruptcy 
act. The district's plea is based 
wholly on the theory that the 
court, in view of last spring's ap- 
parent switch in line-up to a so- 
called 
"liberal" 
majority 
now, 


would 
hold 
in 
favor of that 


measure. 


Observers generally agreed that 


the court probably will refuse to 
undertake the desired review of its 
earlier decisions. Should it grant 
the petition's report, however, the 
way would be opened for a flood 
of similar requests that it re- 
examine earlier decisions. 


The tribunal will be called upon 


to decide whether the department 
of justice may continue its anti- 
trust action seeking dissolution of 
the

America. 


In cases involving the Bethle-

it has been whispered among Court

taches that the "Eight Old Men" will put 
the "New Young Man" — Hugo Black _ 
through a severe hazing. 


This would be the easiest thing in the 


world to do, and rests entirely in the hands 
of the Chief Justice. Any new Justice, by 
being assigned extremely difficult, long 
and arduous cases, can be left hanging on 
the ropes gasping for breath. 


Among the hardest cases are those in- 


volving State boundaries, and Justice Van 
Devanter, whom Black replaces, for some 
reason always liked them. Chief Justice 
Hughes might continue the precedent by 
passing them on to Hugo. 


Hardest job of every Justice is passing 


upon writs of certiorari and showing why 
the cases should or should not be reviewed 
by the Supreme Court. About 900 writs 
come before the Court annually, compared 
with only 200 cases actually heard, and 
the job of wading through these 900 writs 
is not easy, even for an experienced Jus- 
tice.

it was plain good judgment. 


I do not think that an individual 


American, or even an official one, 
is entitled, on a point of punctilio, 
to risk involving 130,000,000 Amer- 
icans in a foreign war. 


Still, it was an irritating incid- 


ent. 


It was irritating enough to com- 


pel the state department, under 
pressure of public opinion, to make 
some pretty unequivocal demands 
upon Japan. 


As these incidents pile up, they 


are sure to strain relations.

The 
outer layers of 
the skin contain 
the typical re- 
sistant protein, 
keratin. 
T h e 


mucous mem- 
fa r a n e 
which 


lines the entire 
inner 
surfaces 


of the 
body— 


covering 
t h e 


nose, the throat, 


mouth, bronchial tubes and diges- 
tive system—has also its protec- 
tive mechanisms. 


The nose, throat and bronchial 


tubes, to a less extent the lung 
surfaces, are constantly bombard- 
ed like the first line troops of a 
defending army by all kinds of 
particles in the air—from the size 
of bacteria to the size of dust 
grains. 


The mucous membrane of the 


bronchial tubes is of the kind 
known 4}s ciliated: the cells have 
fine hairiike processes called cilia, 
which constantly sway in the di- 
rection of the throat. They sweep 
all these foreign particles along 
toward the outer world again. 


The principal protection of the 


mucous membrane of the nose is 
the mucus it secretes. 
This cov- 


ers the nose and throat like a thin, 
unbroken membrane, extending not 
only throughout the .wall of the 
interior of the nose, but through- 
out the sinuses. 
Foreign bodies 


with points or sharp edges are cov- 
ered by the mucus that accumu- 
lates as the particle moves along. 
This is also true of the action of 
the mucus and saliva of the mouth, 
protecting the walls of the diges- 
tive tube furthci- 
• 
i 
The cov- 


of mucus probably has much 


to do with inhibiting the action 
of bacteria in the nose under ordi- 
nary circumstances. 


Further Protection 


There is, however, a further pro- 


tective action of this mucus in that 
it is constantly moving backwards, 
draining all the debris that enters 
the nose into the pharynx. Here 
it meets the stream coming up 
from the lungs, swept along by the 
cilia of the bronchial mucous mem- 
brane, and they are all swallowed, 
and then the acid juice of the 
stomach plays Its role in destroy- 
ing most of the bacteria. 


This movement of the nasal mu- 


cus has been ingeniously studied 
by Hilding, by placing drops of 
India ink on the mucous membrane 
of the nose, and timing their rate 
of motion. 


The movement of the film of 


mucus inside the nose is continu- 
ously moving at a rate which 
varies in different parts of the 
nose. The movement results part- 
ly from the force of gravity, part- 
ly from the 
pull of swallowing 


(which you do unconsciously about 
every three minutes) and from 
cilia in some of the cells of the 


i mucous membrane. 


Slow in the front part of the 


nose, the movement Is rapid in the 
back (4 to 6 mm. per minute) so 
that the drops of ink traverse the 
inner area of the nose in about 
four to ten minutes. 


When this mechanism is over- 


whelmed—by a horde of virulent 


j bacteria, or dust or silicon parti- 
; cles too numerous to deal with— 
various diseases, infections, cold, 
sinus disease and silicon tung oc- 
! cur.

Bolder, but ultimately as fatal, 


were the attempts made to con- 
ceal the existence of a crime by 
hiding or destroying the body. 
The mechanical difficulties were 
formidable, and even if they were 
overcome, others remained. Several 
had not escaped because of the 
failure of the police to Identify 
the body of their victims; even 
the failure to produce a body at 
all had not in a recent case im- 
peded a conviction. 


Why had all these attempts 


been foredoomed 
to 
discovery? 


Tim Kennedy believed he knew 
the answer—lack of simplicity. 
There was some excuse for this 
when the intended victim waa 
domiciled under a roof other than 
the destroyer's—natural opportu- 
nity was, lacking; it had to be 
artificially created, and the at- 
tendant 
risks 
enormously 
in- 


creased. 


But this plea could not be urged 


in the case of a wife, a husband, 
a parent, an employer, a servant, 
or anyone living in the same 
house. In such a case the actual 
contrivance of a death, granted 
the necessary resolution and in- 
flexibility 
of purpose, was 
the 


easiest thing in the world. There 
was no artificial conjunction to be 
planned; you had your victim on 
the spot. The fear of spying eyes 
was reduced to a minimum; it 
could by care and opportunism be 
practically eliminated. 


Only, of course, this enormous- 


ly strong position carried its own 
disadvantage. 
Granted that the 


act itself presented the least pos- 
sible difficulty, the very existence 
of the opportunity brought you at 
once in the range of suspicion. It 
therefore 
became 
necessary 
to 


provide a cause of death, and 
more important still, to suggest a 
means of implementing the cause 
which did not admit disproof.
